FOREST  FIRES—OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 


Everyone  apparently  fears  fires  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and 
near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show  that  more  than 
98  percent  of  all  fires  result  from  human  carelessness 
and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say  "For- 
est Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their 
effects  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  pro- 
ducts of  the  forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for 
game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local 
economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment 
and  requiring  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extin- 
guish them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires 
is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New 
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Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres 
less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they 
are  capable  of,  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the 
public— YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVEN- 
TION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  con- 
stantly working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and 
YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR 
effort  and  can  be  acomplished  by: 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the 
warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  de- 
tected and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate 
our  most  shameful  waste.

Because  the  State  Legislature  chose  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  State  Aid  in  Education,  the  financial  struc- 
ture of  many  of  the  towns  in  the  State  received  a 
devastating  blow.  Hooksett  was  no  exception.  In  1948- 
1949  the  school  district  received  about  $13,600.00  from 
the  state  as  aid  to  education.  In  1949-50  this  amount 
was  reduced  to  $338.65,  more  than  $13,000  less  than  a 
year  ago.  However,  through  the  foresight  of  the  School 
Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  town,  the  schools  were 
able  to  maintain  their  high  standards  in  all  phases  be- 
cause enough  money  was  made  available  at  the  School 
District  meeting  in  March  1949.  This  situation  con- 
cerning state  aid  still  exists  and  again  every  effort 
must  be  made  to  keep  our  schools  on  the  same  high 
level  of  achievement. 

With  the  beginning  of  this  year — 1949-50 — we  have 
begun  to  see  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  schools. 
For  this  reason  the  proposed  budget  has  taxed  the 
work  of  the  School  Board  to  such  an  extent  as  to  re- 
quire as  close  a  check  as  usual  on  such  items  as  salaries, 
tuition,  books  and  supplies,  equipment,  and  repairs  and 
replacements. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  with  the  in- 
creased enrollment  nearly  every  item  of  the  budget  will 
show  an  increase  also. 
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Our  greatest  budget  increase  will  be  found  in  the 
tuition.  This  figure  for  1949-50  was  $16,000.00.  This 
estimate  was  based  on  the  tuition  rate  of  $170.00  per 
pupil.  It  was  found,  however,  that  because  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  education  in  the  state  as  a  whole, 
this  tuition  rate  for  the  Cost  of  Instruction  was  $181.02 
instead  of  the  estimated  $170.00.  To  add  to  this  dilem- 
ma, both  Concord  and  Manchester  set  the  tuition  cost 
at  $190.00  per  pupil  instead  of  $1^.00  or  even  the  state 
average  of  $181.02. 

During  this  year,  1949-50,  there  are  47  pupils  at- 
tending Manchester  High  School,  11  pupils  attending 
Concord,  and  12  attending  Pembroke  Academy.  Of  this 
total — 70  pupils — nine  will  graduate.  There  are  20 
potential  graduates  from  the  three  schools  in  the  town 
in  June  1950.  This  means  that  there  will  be  at  least  80 
pupils  who  will  attend  high  school  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember 1950  not  counting  the  families  with  children 
who  we  must  expect  to  move  into  the  town  during  the 
next  12  months. 

The  Concord  School  Union  has  notified  the  Hooksett 
Board  and  all  other  school  boards  who  send  children  to 
Concord  secondary  schools  that  the  tuition  rate  for 
next  year  will  be  $250.00  per  pupil,  an  increase  of 
$60.00  over  this  year  per  pupil.  Since  Manchester  set 
its  tuition  rate  the  same  as  Concord  in  1949-50,  it  is 
safe  to  predict  that  the  same  thing  will  happen  in 
1950-51.  Pembroke  Academy  usually  charges  the  State 
Average  each  year.  In  1949-50  it  was  $181.02  and  will 
undoubtedly  be  raised  to  $200.00  in  1950-51. 

Therefore,  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
entering  high  school  and  the  increased  cost  of  tuition, 
we  can  readily  understand  why  the  proposed  budget 
for  1950-1951  calls  for  an  increase  of  nearly  $3,500.00 
for  this  item  alone. 

Again,  the  problem  of  increased  enrollment  or  the 
number  of  children  entering  the  Hooksett  schools  must 
be  met,  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  graduates  and 
high  school  tuitions,  but  also  in  such  items  of  the 
budget  as  textbooks,  supplies  for  children  and  janitors, 
retirement  amounts,  per  capita  tax,  equipment,  repairs, 
and  replacements,  together  with  actual  lack  of  floor 
space  for  pupils'  desks,  chairs,  and  activity  programs. 

The  problem  is  always  present  concerning  the  play- 
grounds. Because  of  items  of  a  prior  nature,  this  prob- 
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lem  has  been  set  aside  until  such  time  when  the  Board 
is  able  to  see  the  necessary  money  to  resurface  and 
grade  the  playgrounds.  The  time  is  not  too  far-distant, 
however,  when  parents  are  going  to  demand  that  the 
playgrounds  are  a  vital  part  of  the  education  of  their 
children  and  call  for  enough  funds  to  complete  the  job. 

There  is  another  important  problem  that  is  closely 
associated  with  increased  enrollment.  This  problem  is 
the  expansion  of  building  facilities.  This  problem  has 
been  vividly  shown  during  the  past  year  especially  in 
the  Village  School  where  a  new  room  has  been  made 
possible  to  house  the  number  of  the  younger  pupils. 
This  problem  is  vital  to  the  school  at  Martin's  Corner. 
Every  room  is  at  the  present  time  overcrowded  and 
when  the  fall  term  opens,  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  shall 
have  to  have  more  room  for  our  youngsters  in  that 
school  or  transport  them  to  the  Lincoln  Park  School. 
The  school  in  that  section  of  the  town  is  the  smallest 
at  the  present  time,  but  this  will  not  be  for  long  if 
other  indications  of  increased  enrollment  continues.  A 
situation  like  this  influences  other  problems  including 
transportation  and  equipment. 

Because  the  budget  at  this  time  of  the  year  generally 
overshadows  all  other  factors  pertaining  to  the  schools, 
we  can  easily  forget  the  part  the  schools  play  in  the 
economy  of  the  community  and  the  achievements  made 
during  the  previous  year.  Therefore,  in  order  to  show 
the  citizens  of  the  town  what  has  been  accomplished 
and  to  emphasize  what  has  been  done  since  our  last 
report,  let  us  briefly  recapitulate. 

Another  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  teaching  staff 
at  the  Village  school  in  order  to  relieve  the  congestion 
in  the  lower  grades  and  to  allow  these  pupils  to  receive 
their  just  share  of  individual  instruction;  the  staff 
has  been  improved  to  the  extent  that  we  now  have  men 
and  women  who  not  only  have  had  more  training,  but 
who  continue  to  take  courses  for  greater  improvement ; 
a  modern  ranking  system  with  the  emphasis  on  the  real 
development  of  the  child  as  a  human  rather  than  from 
just  the  goal  of  rank  or  grade;  material  and  equipment 
has  been  purchased  which  meets  the  level  of  every  child 
as  an  individual  and  his  relation  to  the  group;  and  a 
testing  program  based  on  the  psychology  of  child 
growth  with  guidance  from  the  standpoint  of  human 
relations  and  social  development. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  schools 
of  Hooksett  have  continued  to  be  regarded  as  among 
the  best.  For  this  continued  record  may  I  thank  the 
graduates  who  have  made  such  excellent  progress,  the 
teaching  staff  for  its  untiring  confidence  in  the  youth 
of  the  schools,  and  the  School  Board  for  its  encourage- 
ment and  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  make  Hooksett 
schools  a  living  monument  of  the  town.
